stored In his momory, then s advancewment
will be rapid nod certatn,

o great |8 the importanée to the smbryo
phyeician of the clinical lectures, that all medi-
cal echoole have established them, as also have
the managers of charity hospitals, not only for
the purpose ot aftording & mores thorough know-
ledge ol Lhe scisnce tolts volaries, but to exteand
to o great community ol poor people advice
and trentment In all their allmonts withoul cost,
Let us look Into one of these clinleal lecture-
rooms. We enter with a crowd of visitors the
portals of that estimable institntion, the Penn.
&y Ivanin Hospital; but once within the gats, we

purene their way through the open wards of
the hosplial, pass dowa
enter a neatiy-sppearing and comparatively
new wing to the Institutionon 8 northern sida.
which bus an open rondway beoeath k. Here,

when we have mounnted a series of ateps, wa |

find oursclves npon the loftiest point of an am-
phitheatre where the medieal and surgica! el

nics are held. This room ia capable of esating
about 200 persons, with semi-cireular rows
ol reats, and steps between the rows 5o sharply
Inclined that, vnless one 18 unususlly wary, he
will be qulckly preeipitated to the bottom.
There is nt the fool of this r|t'l'|'|'.'1l_‘-’ n vortex,
n little ciroular plece of loor, in the middle ol
which etnnds a movable petestal, wherenn reats
% black oll-cloth-vovered table, supported on a
pivot, enabling it to be tarned around with o
slight effort. It is about ten o'elock in the
moring, and the &tudents from the various
medieal colleges swarm into the amphitheatre,
crowd into the seats, and, until the call to order,
keop up o distraciing buzz of conversation, re-
lieved by bursta of lapghter. Soon the lecturers
arrive, and in a moment the doors leading into
the vortex of this amphitheatre are throwa open,
and a patient, bageard iu look, trembling with
fear, and with n ellent appeal tor gentleness, is
rolled in and ralsed upon the oll-eloth-coversd
table, whore, with his head sapported, he ro-
clives. Four hundred eyes glare down upon
hit, and strong odors from chemicals, among
which is easily distingalshed the puagent, smell
of chloroform, nsesll and almost overpower him.

The lecturer then, when all {s quiet and every
ear attentive, suddenly breuks an oppressive
silence, during which the trembling vietim henrs
nothing but the beating of hie own heart, by
evlering upon an elaborate diagnosis of the
diteare which aiilicts the prostrate person, cites
similar cases that he has cured, describes the
symploms, und how the discnse may bo dissi-
puted lv ite first stages, with o summary of what
the usual resulte are when it permentes the
entire sygtem. To nuy one but a medical person,
the Latin techulcalitics used in such w lecture
would appear the most barbarous jargon. The
character of these leciures may be better shown,
theugh some of the words may pechaps be inex-

lieable to the reader, by citing & specimen in

rief, thus:—

YMr ——, aged 80, hna had gquite a violant cough
for ¥ix montns, His mother, ha states, died of ¢on-
sumption, as did also his slsler and brother, His
father never had soything of the Kind, e has had
pleurisy, which has left adhosions bstween the
external and internal pleava of tne right side, Keos-
piration I8 not [ree, and there 18 tubercaload rale,
Tue respiratory muormur (4 free over botn langs,
but weak. His appetite I8 good. He coughs at
night and throws up moch muens 18 the morning.
He is In imminent danger of consuption unless ne
commences immedintely to secare himsell against
it, Let him take—Fluld extrant San  guinaria, two
drachumng; syrup ol Tolu, four ounces; daid extract
of Prunua Virgtndana (wild cherry), two drachms;
mix, and give a teaspoonfol every three hours.”™

The surgical clinics (the above being a specl-
men of the medical lecture) are perhaps more
interesting, because sanguinary. Often in the
bospital a patient is in process of preparation,
by the observance of certain dietary rules, and
treatment, for many weeks before he 1s ready to
be taken before the cluss to nudergo a ditlicalt
surgleal operation. A vast nomber of people,
among them many who are in good circum-
stances, underzo operations al the surgical
elinies of our hospituls and collegas: for not
ounly I8 the dillicalt process carefully gone
through with, but a great expense is =aved, A
fortulght sgo, a wealthy geotleman living on
West Arch sireet underwent successfully the
dangerous operation of lithotomy nt one of these
clinice, and escaped a bill of $200, which s the
usual price charged by any first-class surgeon.

Eunch medical college, ns we have said, has its
clinies, conducted in the game manper, and in
amphitheatres similar to that at the Pennsylva-
nia Hospitul—and baving eeen one you have
seen all. Next Lo that we have specially de-
gcribed, the clinie at the Almshouse Hospital
stands the most important. At collezes devold
of hospital arrangements—for example, that
attached to the University of Pennsylvania—
certain days are sot apart when advice will be

iven snd operations performed free of cost.
The lmpression may prevall that these are poor
bocause gratultons, But this & erraneous, since
the most distinguished phyelelans and surgeons
of Phlludelphia are appolnted tor clinical ser-
vice: and whenever there Is any vacancey io the
etafl of lecturers, there Is alwavs a spurlted
rivalry among the M. 1).'s to gecure the position,
Lhey seek it hecause It enhances their reputa-
tion, and In teaching others they do but teach
themselves,

There are now dellvered at the Pennsylvaunin
Hoespital two elinical lectures a week, on Wed-
uesdays nnd Balurdays, while at Blockley the
wumber has been increased to six. At the Jatier
the doore of the clinics are open Lo all grades of
students, without price —but the apple of discord
bas fallen into thew —and the female students
are recelved with manlifest Indignation by the
male students, At the Peonsylvania Hosplial
the rule Is that clinleal lostruction may be given
to females at the option of the lecturers, but
only in the female wards. Thus n recurrence of
the disgracefnl scenes which attended the pro-
miscuous clinics here glven last year are avolded.

ANewiy Appoalnted Indinen Agent In Trounble—
A Fonundulent Bond for 825,000.

At 1 o'clock to-duy, before United States Com-
missioner Biddle, Peorelval B, Bpear had a hear-
ing on the charge of uttering and publishing as
troe a certain falee, forged, and connterfeited
writieg or bond, with luieat to defraud the
United States.

United Htates District Attorney Auhbrey I,
Smith sworn—The bood [ hold io my hand was
precsented to me at my office to obtain a certifl-
cate as to the snfliciency of thesureties upon it,
on the 28th of December, 1870; on the day pre-
ceeding Mr. Spear enme to my office alone with
ablank bond and informed me he had been ap-
pointed an Indinn agent; he asked me if I wonld
approve of a couple of gentlemen ho named as
his suretier: these gentlemen were well known
to me; I think they were Mr. Borie and Mr.
